Atlantans in close touch with the mar- 
ket expressed the belief that the mar- 
ket will continue to climb. This be 
lief was based on reports of unfavor- 
able crop weather and increased infes- 
tation by the boll weevil—and traders 
here feel that the estimates on produe- 
tion will be cut somewhat despite the 
short crop already in view. 

Boil weevil damage, the chief factor 
in the bull cotton market, is reported 
as more extensive throughout the 
south than has been hitherto recog- 
nized, and in south Georgia reports 
indicate that in many instances entire 
crops have been almost destroyed. — 

Georgia's chief center of production 
of 1927 cotton, the reports estimate, 
will lie in the northern portions of the 
state where weevils have net yet 
reached so destructive a point as the 
south Georgia farmers bave experi- 
enced. This, however, is cited with 
misgivings, since even more damage to 
the northern sections is feared. 

Those in close touch with the situ- 
ation are of the belief that Georgia's 
maximu roduction for 1927 will not 
exceed 1,000,000 bales and some think 
that this figure will. be reduced in the 
final summarization. 

The rise in Atlanta Saturday ap- 
proximated $3.25 a bale, and the price 
of 20.40 cents per pound was the first 
20-cent cotton here since January. 
1926, when cotton touched 20.10.

Baltimore, August 20.—(4)—Tor- 
ture similar to that committed by. the 
savage Indian, today was employed 
in a supposedly bootleg feud.

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CONFIDENCE IN HUSBAND'S ABILITY EXPRESSED 


Plane Took Tail Spin 


West Collingswood. N. J. August 
—(P)—Calm confidence in. the 
ability of her missing husband marks 
the attitude of Mrs. Constance Ohl 
Erwin, 20-year-old wife of Captain 
William P. Erwin, who is believed to 
have fallen into the Pacific ocean off 
the California coast while searching 
by airplane for the two missing planes 
of the recent Hawaii flight. 

Mre. Erwin, who cieme here from 
her home in Vas, Texas, to visit 
relatives, believes her husband will 
be found safe. She is at the bedside 
of her brother, Charles Ohl, ill with 
typhoid fever, at the home of her 
grandfather, the Rev. C. M. Perkins. 

“Bill is too good a pilot and his 
plane, the Dallas Spirit. is too 
staunch for them to be lost,” she said. 
“I don’t believe be would go into a 
tail spin, as reported, unless some- 
thing went wrong with the ship. And 
1 don't believe anything would go 
wrong with it. Even if it were forced 
down into the sea, it would float for 
a good many hours, especially if the 
gas tanks were empty. Somebody will 
find bim, and he will turn up all 
right, but, of course, it is an anxious 
time while we await word.”

Washington, August 20.—(4)—Cot- 
ton spinning was less active during 
July than’ in June, but was above July 
a year ago, the census bureau s month- 
ly report indicated today. 

Active spindle hours for July to- 
taled 8,402,790,747, or an average of 
219 hours per spindle in place, com- 
pared with 9,191,907,036, or an aver- 
age of 249 for June this year and 6.,- 
770,297,939, or an average of 180 for 
July last year. 

Spinning spindles in place July 31 
totaled 36,728,086, of which 32,311,- 
802 were operated at some time dur- 
ing the month, compared with 36,875,- 
872. and '32.753.428 in June this year 
and 37,584,534 and 31,082,482 in July 
last year. 

The average number of spindles ope- 
rated during July was 36,399,506, or 
99.1 per cent capacity on a single shift 
basis, compared with 40,265,932, or at 
109.2 per cent capacity in June this 
vear and 20,657.867, or at 78.9 per

Reelection of James A. Perry Fri-: 
day as chairman of the Georgia pub- 
lie service commission. was “irregular | 
and illegal,” Walter McDonald, mem-} 
her of the commission, charged Satur- 
day in a statement attacking Perrys 
reelection. 

McDonald said that Chairman 
Perry was renamed chairman at a 
meeting at which he and Calvin W 
Parker, of Waveross, were not pres- 
ent and that the three-member elec- 
tion was “irregular.” Perry was re- 
elected at a meeting attended by him- 
self, O. R. Bennett and Albert Wood- 
ruff. Bennett was elected vice chair- 
man to succeed McDonald, who re- 
signed that post recently. 

The election was held at a special 
executive session in accordance with 
a motion passed on Angust 9 by the 
commission, fixing Friday as the date 
for reorganization of the commission. 

McDonald's statement follows: 

“T state in my place as a commis- 
sioner that nothing could hare heen 
further from my mind and purpose 
than to absent myself from the meet- 
ing of the commission called for the 
purpose of reorganizing the commis- 
sion. I was notified to attend an ex- 
ecutive session and apprehending that 
a reorganization of the commission 
was contemplated during the absence 
of Commissioner Parker, although I 
was not so notified by the secretary, 
I got in touch with Commissioner Ben- 
nett and learned that such was the 
purpose. 

“T feel that the entire procedure 
was irregular. if not illegal, inasmuch 
as the law says that the commission, 
and not a quorum thereof. shall elect 
the chairman, and appealed to Mr. 
Benneit not to be a party to such a 
meeting. Failing in this, I undertook 
to interview the governor of Georgia 
with the view of stopping the irregu- 
lar proceeding. I was advised upon 
my return to the office that the elec- 
tion had been held and that Mr. Ben- 
nett had communicated the informa- 
tion that I intended to absent mvy- 
self. I know that Mr. Bennett was 
honest in this statement and deducted 
it from some statement made by me, 
but the chairman had no such mes- 
sage from me, and upon my return to 
the room I demanded to be allowed to 
participate in the election, which re- 

uest has been flatly denied. 

“However, he has condescended to 
allow my vote to be recorded, and I, 
therefore, desire to he recorded as vot- 
ing ‘no’ against Chairman Perry and 
‘aye’ for Commissioner 0.

my power extends to this case, al- 
though I am not free from doubt. But 
it is a power rarely exercised and I 
should not be doing my duty if I 
exercised it unless I thought there 
was a reasonable chance that the court 
would entertain the application and 
ultimately reverse the judgment. 


“This I cannot bring myself to be- | 


lieve. The essential fact of record 
that is relied upon is that the eues- 
tion of Judge Thayer's prejudice 
raised and, it is said, discovered, only 
after#the trial and verdict was left 
to Judge Thayer and not to another 
judge. 

“But as I put it to counsel,,if the 
constitution of Massachusetts had 
provided that a trial before a single 
judge should be final without appeal, 
it would have been consistent with 
the constitution of the United States. 


“In such a case there would be no 
remedy for prejudice on the part of 
the judge except executive clemency. 
Massachusetts has done more than 
that. I see nothing in the constitu- 
tion warranting a complaint that it 
has not. done more still.” 

“It is asked how it would be if the 
judge were subsequently shown te 
have been corruptly interested or in- 
sane. I will not attempt to decide at 
what point of judgment might be held 
to be absolutely void on thesé grounds. 


Judgment Not Void. 


“Tt is perfectly plain that althou$h 
strong language is used in the present 
application, the judgment was not 
void, even if I imterpret the affi- 
davits as proving all that the petition- 
ers think they prove—which is some- 
what more than I have drawn from 
them. 

“IT do not consider that I am at lib- 
erty to deal with this case differen:iy 
from the way in which'I shoul treat 
one that excited no public interest 
and that was less powerfully pre- 
sented. 

“IT cannot say that I have a doubt 
and therefore I must deny the stay 
but although I must act on my convie- 
tions, I do so without prejudice to an 
application to another of the justices 
which I should be very glad to see 
made, as I am far from saying that 
I think counsel was not warranted in 


presenting the question raised in the. 


applicatifn by this and the previous 
writ.

side at that point where it struck 
the ground or went ont of bounds 
and the play shall count as a down; 
on the fourth down the ball shall be- 
long to the opponents at said point 
unless the required distance for first 
down has been made.” 

In the words of Coach Alexander, 
of Tech, “the rules committee made 
the change in order to bring the lat- 
eral pass into more general use.” It

Throw It Behind You. 

Say, for instance, you are engaged 
in running back a punt. You come 
galloping down the field, and a couple 
ends close in on you. Of course, if 
possible, you'll keep on going and try 
to get through, But if there is 
one of your men behind = you, 
which there probably wouldn't be, you 
being the safety man, you could pass 
the ball back to him. If not, throw 
it on the ground or out of bounds. 
It's your ball right where it hit the 
ground, first down and ten to go. Re- 
member, however, throw it — behind 
you, not in front. 

Or say you were making an end 
run and had gotten some distance 
down the field. The safety man closes 
in. Here's one of your big guards 
lumbering along behind you. ‘Toss 
him the ball and if he catches he 
can keep right on lumbering until 
he makes a touchdown, passes it to a 
teammate, or throws it on the ground.

Adee, Gu, Amy. 29.—At 2 big 


desk in the Citizens and Southern 


National Bank, one of the largest 
banking institutions in the South- 
east, sits Frank Hawkins, chairman 
of the Atlanta board, although not as 
active as ij other years. 

Surrounded by vice-presidents 
and other busy officials, Mr. Haw- 
kins is consulted. only abAut the 
most pressing of baking problems. 
One may sit in the big lobby for 
hours and observe his callers as 
they come and go in endless pro- 
cession. Some talk to him with 
confidence regarding their business, 
and others approach him with dif- 
fident shyness asking his advice. Of 
course, in a big bank like this, with 
its thousands of customers, some 
are turned down when they ask for 
accommodation to which they are 
not entitled. and occasionally they 
turn to Mr. Hawkins for advice when 
this is the case. 

“Getting turned down for a loan 
isn’t the worst thing that can hap- 
pen to a man,” explained Mr. Haw- 
kins. “I was turned down for a big 
loan once when I was a kid banker, 
and it saved me from a hard fall.” 

Helped by Loan Refusal. 

It was, he related, upon pressure, 
at the beginning of the year 1893, 
—@ year that left many bleached 
financial bones along its course. 
Mr. Hawkins was the young cash- 
ler and active vice-president of the 
Citizens Bank of Winona, Missis- 
Bippi- 

Although it was hefore the full 
shock of the money panic had ar- 
rived, Mr. Hawkins, even with his 
then limited experience, viewed 
the situation with bankerly appre- 
hension. True, crops were § fair, 
eapecially cotton, but there was a 
feeling of distrust in the air and 
the country seemed ready for a 
turn of the cycle of § financial 
stringency which old time econo- 
mists used to forecast every ten 
years, 

Going about his duties itn his 
little bank at Winona, Mr. Haw- 
kins finally decided to do what 
many Mississippi bankers have 
done before and since that dav- 
He came to Memphis for advice 
from older and more seasoned 
heads—and a loan for his hank. 

In Memphis yvoung Hawkins 
went to Miles BRuckingham, the 
banker. He told of the agricul- 
tural and financial situation 
his section of Mississippi, 
asked for a big loan.

night as Paul Redfern. Georgia avia- 
tor, made ready for his attempt to 
span the 4,600 miles from Brunswick 
to Rio de Janiero in a nonstop flight. 
After spending several hours with 
three mechanics in the hangar tonight, 
Redfern announced that he would 
make two test flights tomorrow, at 8 
a. m. and late in the afternoon, after 
which definite announcement probably 
would be-made as to the take-off. 
fhe arrival of an expert from the 


horsepower whirlwind motor to make 
final tests lent an air of expectancy 
during the day among watchers on 
Glynn Isle who have been in close 
touch with Redfern’s preparations for 
the 4.600-mile flight. 

After his inspection and _ tests, 
which required most of the morning.

Declared Guilty 
In Contempt Case 


_ Decatur, Ga,, August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Neufield T. Jones: was adjudg- 
ed guilty of contempt of court by 
Judge John B. Hutcheson of the Stone 
Mountain circuit after a hearing here 
today on contempt charges filed sev- 
eral weeks ago.

Jones, who was said to have given 
her the house, | 

A_ decision adverse to the Jones 
family was rendered, after which Ray, 
who represented them, filed a petition 
contending that a-“fair hearing had 
been denied.” This language brought 
about the contempt charges against 
Ray and Jones. 

At the hearing today Jones denied 
any part in the filing of the paper 
and contended that it was filed by 
Ray over his protest, and, therefore, 
he had nothing to do with it. On the 
other hand, Ray testified that the 


paper was dictated in part by Jones 
and filed at Jones’ insistence. Ray 
was profuse in his apology to the court 
today, disclaiming any intention of re- 
flecting upon the court.

Constitution Touring Party Takes 
You to Another Classic Georgia City

ATLANTA TO AUGUSTA 


That was the. route of The Constitution’s logging party last Sunday, and a delightfully pleasant trip it was. 

The section traversed by the party in a Pierce-Arrow touring car is one of Georgia’s richest agricultural sections, 
and it is dotted all along the line with shadowy towns and cities about which the charm of old-time Georgia still lingers 
in contrast with a decided up-and-going air of modern pro gressiveness.

Leaving Augusta we came back by way .of Harlem, nearing Thomson and Warrenton, turning at that quaint and 
charming little city into the highway to Atlanta by way of Norwood, Barnett, Union Point, Greensboro, Madison, 

‘Covington and Decatur. 
This latter road also was in excellent condition, and the 
way was lined ali the way to Atlanta with flourishing crops of 
‘corn and cotton and other agricultural products of.the section. 
| Throughout. the trip the Pierce-Arrow performed: like a

STOP RECORD RUN 


With a stock car, under conditions 
that were far from favorable, two 
non-professional drivers—Jack Hill 
and Rogers Fuller, salesmen of the 
Dienelt Nash company of Washinz- 
ton. D. C.—<drove a Nash 1927 236 
model into Miami, Fla., the morning | 


of August 12 and erected a record 


from ashington to Miami—almost. 
nine hours lower than the best pre- 
vious time made. At the same time 
there was made a record for a nen- 
stop wheel run that will endure. The 
longest record of its kind ever noted. 
For 1,281 miles the wheels of the car 
were on the ground and were in con- 
stant motion. 

The car used by the two courageous 
men was strictly a steck model. It 
received no special handling before 
the run started. It was a demonstra- 
tor and had already been run for 10,- 
800 miles before the beginning of the 
test. Before the start the valves were 
tuned up and the carbon was cleaned. 
A tank was placed in the rear of 
the car with 50-gallon capacity. This 
added an excess weight of.472 pounds. 
No other changes or repairs were 


made. 
The official starting time was 10 
p. m. the night of August 10. The 


run was completed before the show 
rooms of the Brigman Motor com- | 
pany, Miami, at 4:04 the morning of | 
August 12. The elapsed time—30' 
hours and 14 minutes—compares with | 
the best previous run of 59 hours and | 
10 minutes. | 

Rogers Fuller, one of the men, who! 
was born and rearéd in Atlanta and | 
is now visiting in this city, tells of 
the trip with enthusiasm. “We cer- 
tainly did travel,” he said. “When 
you realize that the average speed 
maintained over the journey was 42.3 
miles per hour you can get an idea) 
as to the way that Jack and I were 
pushing along. 

“Everything went off in _ perfect 
shape. The Nash came through as we 
knew she would.

trouble from start to finish. We took | 
in gasoline twice while in motion— | 
once at Columbia, 8.

WOMEN THREATEN

Although men in general delegate to 
their wives, sweethearts and sisters the 


job of buying their neckties and socks,

and women, according to statistics re- 
‘cently received by the Reo Motor Car 
company.

These statistics, covering a large 


‘number of retail markets in New York 


city, show that 59 men purchase cars 
te every 41 women. The 18 per cent 
retained by the men buyers 
is unofficially explained by Reo au- 
thorities as being due to the fact that 
women are frequently the “power be- 
hind the throne” in selecting an auto- 
mobile, even though they allow the 
menfolk to do the actual purchasing. 
Curiously enough, men depend upon 
women to buy their pocketbooks, the 
percentage of women buyers of leather 
goods being 67 per cent, as against 35 
per cent of men buyers, according to 
the survey. As purchasers of men’s 
socks, women outnumber men three to 
one, while almost twice as many wom- 
en buy neckties as do men,« In the 
purchase of electrical goods, the score 
stands four to one in favor of the 
women. Women, in fact, buy more of 
almost everything in New York than 
do men, with the sole exception of au- 
tomobiles, the statistics indicate, and,

Car economy, like home economies, 
begin not so much in the mechanical 
care that is exercised in maintenance 
but the mental attitude one has to- 
ward his home or his automobile. It 
is based entirely in that .feeling so 
many term—pride of ownership.

“It is not an easy job to re-paint 
a car,” said Mr. Hill in discussing his 
work with a Constitution reporter, 
“but science has furnished us with so 
many innovations in our trade we can 
do the work much faster and far more 
satisfactorily to ourselves and our 
patrons than we could back in the 
days when each step had to be done 
laboriously by hand. 

“Then, too, metal bodies and many 
other new developments in the manu- 


render more pleasurable the explora- 
tion of unknown byways—that its 
power, dependability and ease of op- 
eration have the single purpose of 
smoothing out tough trails for the 
driver with a hankering for adven- 


facture of the automobile itself add 
to the ease of our work. Old paint 
is now stripped from the cars by me- 
chanical means while new paint is 
put on with an air gun instead of by 
hand. ‘These new features make pos- 
sible much better looking and more 
evenly finished jobs than it was ever 
possible to turn out by hand. 

“All these new mechanical aids not 
only reduce the ultimate price of a 
paint job, but make it possible for us 
to give our patrons a finished, look- 
ing job and that is the thing he is 
most interested in. If the average 
owner is pleased with the appearance 
of his car he will take proper care 
of it with the result that his ear 
will last much longer and he will ef- 
fect the economies he wants without 
feeling he is wasting his time. 

“However, while we have many me- 
chanical aids in our work we still 
have to give that car the same indi- 
vidual attention we did in the days 
when we did all the work by hand 
because the least carelessness in our 
processes now would show up glaring- 
ly when the job was done,” he éon- 
tinued, “so you see we cannot afford 
to be slip-shod in our work. 

“Each step is gone over carefully 
before the next step is taken.

Then each coat has. to 
be gone over carefully.”

Never, in the history of this gen- 
eration, have we enjoyed lives as col- 
orful as we enjoy today. The chang- 
ing vogue in the use of color is ap- 
~ in almost every phase of our 

existence, but so gradually has 
this change come about that many of 
us are almost unconscious of it. 

Yet it is easy to recall days not 
so far distant when color was used 
very sparingly. It was not long ago, 
to take a simple illustration, that 
all fountain pens were a somber black. 
Today, in pockets and on desks, we 
see pens of bright orange, brilliant 
green, and many other pleasing col- 
ors. The first pens in these brilliant 
bues, it is true, seemed a trifle odd, 
but now most of us accept the col- 
ored pen without question, and would 
be reluctant to go back to the days 
when black was the universal color. 


In clothing, too, particularly men’s 
clothing, the changing vogue in the 
use of color is apparent. Not long 
ago, even in summer, the average 
man dressed in blue. There was harid- 
ly one note of contrast in his cos- 
tume. Today, not only do we see 
suits of many different pleasing 
shades, but through the use of neck- 
ties and pocket handkerchiefs in con- 
trasting colors to the suits, we see 
a new note of smartness added to 
male attire. Even the black band of 
straw hats {is frequently replaced by 
another that affords a more pleasing 
contrast. 

A brief walk through any residen- 
tial section supplies us with. still 
further evidence of the changing 
vogue in the use of color. Where 
once we saw homes built of plain 
white or red brick, we now see houses 
to which pleasing contrast has been 
given by the use of stone and of col- 
ored tile. If the home is built of 
wood we see the same tendency to 
pleasing contrast effected with vari- 
colored paints. 

Still brighter touches are added to 
bur homes in summer by means of 
awnings and porch coverings in gay 
colors. Formerly such awnings were 
made of fabrics of a solid color, often 
blending with the building itself so 
that they were hardly noticeable. The 
first of the new awnings with their 
bright hues seemed almost startling, 
but now, it is safe to say, few o 
us would choose the old, somber col- 
ors. 
We have come to appreciate the in- 
creased beauty that is afforded by 
contrasting the bright tints of awn- 
ings with the solid green of lawn and 
shrubbery that surrounds the home. 

All these things are evidence of 
the changing vogue in the use of 
color, but it is within our homes 
that the change is most apparent. 
There was a curious monotony about 
the interiors of most homes not many 
years ago. Usually the furniture was 
dark. Rugs and hangings were som- 
ber in tone, and while decorations of 
a sort were plentiful they blended 
with the dark background. Only aft- 
er one had been in the room for a 
few moments did one become aware 
of the jar of bulrushes on the man- 
telpiece, the family portrait on its 
bamboo easel, the decorated shells from 
the seaside, and other curious appoint- 
ments. 

How different is the interior of the 
modern home! Instead of deadly mo- 
notony we find rich contrast. Walls 
of light tint form a background for 
furniture upholstered in bright fab- 
rics, or for wooden chairs and tables 
finished in a pleasing shade of blue, 
green, or red. There are bright rugs 
on the floor. A gay red, lacquer bowl, 
perhaps, adorns a bookrack or an oc- 
casional table, and bright hangings 
surround the windows where the sun- 
light is streaming in. Almost ev- 
erywhere the eye turns there is con- 
trast, and yet, if the scheme of dec- 
oration has been planned skillfully, 
the effect is pleasing. 

Perhaps, when this tendency to col- 
or and contrast was first noted we

‘Our idea is to demonstrate that 
older methods of truck transportation 
have become anitquated because moid- 
ern conditions demand a more up-to 
date type of truck,” Mr. Freely said, 
in explaining the purpose of the 
trip.

£8,000,000 bond issue in Atlanta as 
“unjustifiable and inexcusable, and 
issuing a warning that other bonds 
may he needed in the future, J. Sid 
Tiller, president o: the Atlanta Fed- 


eration of Trades, Saturday issued a | ga 


statement in which he called on those 
responsible for administration of the 
funds to push the improvement with 
all possible haste. Me 
Complete text of Mr. Tiller's state- 
ment follows: 
“Delays and bickerings over the 
matter of erecting a new city Wall, for 
which £1.000,000 of bonds were voted 
more than a year ago, seems to me 
entirely unjustified— inexcusable. 
“This work ought to be going on 
now, as well as many of the other 
big improvements voted for, so that 
hundreds of onr laboring men—skilled 
and unskilled, organized and unorgan- 
ized—could be employed. There are a 
number of men—good men and good 
workmen—looking for work here now. 
The big advertising caropaign that bas 
heen going on for so jong, inviting 
everybody to come here, and the carry- 
ing of a big bond election mere than a 
vear ago, in’ which great building and 
construction work was promised has 


brought Into Atlanta scores and seores 
of workmen of all 
employment. 


“County officials, 


and city 
should get down to serious brass 
tucks, cut out so much political mon- 
keying and jockeying—and do some- 
thing. Let's put men to work. 

“Why all this delay and discussion 
about a site for the new city hall? 
That matter was clearly settled—well 
understood—before the people were 
asked to vote for the bonds. And the 
fact that the courthouse site was 
selected and pledged by the city coun- 
cil, and apparently agreed to and un- 
derstood hy the county commissioners, 
te my mind is the strongest reasen 
reason why the city hall bonds carried. 
I eannot understand now why there 
should be even a suggestion of a 
change of location. The members of 
the county board and the members of 
the general council are servants of the 
people. They are elected to act for us 
and to earry out our wishes—especial- 
ly when they know so well what our 
wishes and expectations are, as ex- 
pressed in the bond election. 

“Tl am expressing purely by own 
personal views on this matter, yet, as 
president of the Atlanta Federation of 
‘Trades, I believe I know the desires 
und wishes and hopes of a large per- 
centage of our thousands of members. 
1 have discussed this city hall matter 
with many of them, and a great major- 
ity of them—-in fact, nearly all of 
them —I believe are going to be great- 
ly perturbed and disappointed if the 
new city hall is not located where it 
was definitely promised—at the court- 
house. And 1 might add—-they will not 
soon forget those who fail to keep 

faith with them. 
} “T cannot believe that the county 
commissioners will do anything other 
than help in every way to keep this 
loeation at the courthouse. It is the 
logical place, not only convenient for 
the whole city, but its nearness to the 
county building would be a great time 
saver to all who have to look after 
taxes, making returns, and all other 
matters of this kind. The right sort 
of improvement there would make a 
ereat civie center, something we need 
in Atlanta, and there is room for the 
quartering there of all the headquar- 
ters of our different city departments. 


“And when this is done Atlanta can | 


sell or lease enough of the valuable 
property now occupied to take care of 
an entire half block of improvements 


down there, 

“Mr. County Commissioners, Mr. 
City Councilmen, Mr. Bond Commis- 
sioners, get together, and get busy, 
and start something—-start some of 
these big improvements.

It is hoped that all of the guilty 
parties will be brought to justice, 
and, if convicted, given long peni- 
tentiary sentences. Examples of 
this nature will break up masked 
night riding and flogging in this 
State. It will never be broken up, 
on the contrary, so long as floggers 
find themselves immune from pun- 
ishment. 

The terrorizing of communities 
by hooded bands has flourished 
largely because of the belief that 
conviction could not be secured and 
that they would continue to go un- 
punished. 

The flogging of Editor Flanders 
was one of the most brutal crimes 
of the kind ever committed in 
Georgia. He was rendered an in- 
valid by reason of it, and has been 
confined for several months in an 
Atlanta hospital. He left Atlanta, 
in his feeble condition, to testify at 
the trial at Soperton. 

Night riding and hooded hood- 
lumism in Georgia- must cease and 
penitentiary sentences for the 
guilty are needed to bring that bet- 
ter condition about.

So successful has been the Haber 
method, and the improved Haber 
method, that Germany does not buy 
nitrates from Chile or nitrogen in 
any form. She is manufacturing 
and selling it to other countries. 

Of course the synthetic method 
has not remained a secret of Ger- 
many. The United States, England, 
France, Italy, Japan and other coun- 
tries have begun to produce syn- 
thetic ammonia from the air for use 
as fertilizer, ammunition, refrigera- 
tion, etc. 

The largest undertaking in syn- 
thetic ammonia production in this 
country is at Hopewell, Va., where 
the Allied Chemical and Dye cor- 
poration is erecting a plant cost- 
ing several million dollars. The 
DuPonts have a synthetic nitrogen 
fixing plant at Belle, W. Va., which, 
according to reports, they contem- 
plate greatly enlarging. 

The great German syndicate 
which is producing more synthetic 
ammonia than all the rest of the 
world put together has incorporated 
in Louisiana, and is reported to be 
cooperating with the Standard Oil 
company-to produce different syn- 
thetic products, including fertilizers 
and synthetic gasoline. 

Some small plants are already 
Operating in this country, but the 
three mentioned promise to over- 
Shadow all else, 

An interesting feature about syn- 
thetic ammonia production is that 
it is chiefly dependent on coal. In 
Germany lignite, a very low grade 
coal, undesirable for fuel, is em- 
ployed. In this country plants are 
being located with reference to sup- 
plies of cheap coal or natural gas. 

That cheap ammonia can be pro- 
duced by the modern synthetic 
process is evidenced by the fact 
that Germany is shipping it to this

The Old-Time Southern Klansmen Were 
Not Women and Children Beaters. 


Those hairy-necked hoodlums in 
Georgia and adjoining states who 
think that in their masked_ night- 

riding flogging for- 
ays they are imi- 
tating the noble 
and neccessary 
work of the origi- 
nal Ku Klux 
Klansmen of the 
south in the years 
between 1866 and 
1870, are mistaken 
by 180 degrees. 
The men of six 
decades ago were 


of the surviving 
flower of southern 
civilization, who 
accepted faithfully 
the rational results 
of the War Between the States, and 
banded themselves together in regu- 
latory organizations to preserve the 
vestiges of personal liberties and so- 
cial safety from the tyrannies and out- 
rages of alien and negro usurpations. 


‘They could no longer oppose bay- 
onets to bayonets. They were under 


soldier paroles of honor. They could 
only resort to secret councils and such 
strategy as could not be foreseen or 
forestalled. Their freedom and rights 
of citizenship were under almost uni- 
versal suppression, Their families, 
‘homes and property were daily threat- 
ened by the barbarous vengence of 
ignorant black freedmen, fired by the 
incendiary counsels of south haters 
from the east and north.

The Cue and the Crusade. 

The cue for their movement had un- 
wittingly been given by some students 
at Pulaski, Tenn.

The Need for the Klans. 

It should be again recalled that 
at the close of the war the negroes 
who had been freed by it were taken 
under tutelage by evil-hearted adven- 
turers from the north, bent upon 
using them for the punishment of 
their former owners.

The Knights Were True Men. 
As a rule, the men enlisted in the 
K. W. C., the K. K. K., the “White 


Leagues’ and the “Pale Faces” were 
ex-Confederate soldiers and their sons, 
They were particularly sworn, as fol- 


lows: 


“Do you believe in the superiority 
of your race?” Answer: “I do.” 

“Are you opposed to allowing the 
control of the political affairs of this 
country to go, in whole or in part, 
into the hands of the African race, 
and will you do everything in your 
power to prevent it?” Answer: “Yes.” 

In the face of some extra examples 
of outrage by colored people and their 
vile white counsellors, sometimes one 
of the white circles would meet rio- 
lence with yiolence, when whippings 
and deaths would occur. 

But these brave and honorable men 
of the klans did not go about as mask- 
ed and hooded censors of morals and 
civil conduct, measured by their own 
distorted standards. As soon as courts 
were set up in which they had confi- 
dence they disbanded and left law and 
order to the keeping of the regular 
authorities. 

To go about in disguise at night 
beating up women and young girls and 
boys would have been abhorrent to a 
real knight of the original klans. I 
never heard of their ever applying a 
lash to the most abandoned negro 
woman, . 

And those old-time knights would 
have been first and most active to cap- 
ture and condemn the modern Georgia 
and Alabama women and boy floggers.

When I went to Fort Worth, Tex., 
with Kid Phalz, I brought along a 
splasher by the name of Art Studdy, 
who was sometimes known as the 
fighting phone book, because he used 
to fight under a great. many different 
names and we used to change his 
name every time we would fight him 
so that the public wouldn’t get the 
idea that we were doing anything un- 
ethical which would have given the 
sport a bad name.

other night for six or eight weeks,

Well, the bellboy was kept busy 
running to various drug stores all aft- 
ernoon getting prescriptions filled to 
save the lives of these gentlemen and 
finally, about eight o'clock’ in the 
evening, the chairman stated to me:

We’d venture to say she has a 
running start on the beauty, because 
beauties are inclined to want the cen- 
ter of the stage all the time. They 
want adulation. They’ve been raised 
on it and become so used to it it is 
a vital part of their lives. And we 
women know one thing about men. 
If we want them to think we are 
charming they have to be given adula- 
tion part of the time, at least, and no 
small part of the time, either. 


In a delightfully amusing and high- 
ly constructive manner, Mary Mar- 
garet McBride and Alexander Wil- 
liams have condensed in a book called 
“Charm” (Rae D. Hinle Co., Inc., 
publishers) enough recipes and for- 
mulae to provide the whole world of 
women with the highly salable virtue 
in the matrimonial market, although 
the authors haven’t confined their 
philanthropy to those only seeking 
mates or wanting to hold them. There 
are single fields where the gift may 
be utilized to the greater happiness 
and success of the individual. Nor 


' is it to be assumed that it is a ‘purely 


feminine possession. Men can use it 
to extraordinary advantage in further- 
ing their ambitions, likewise. 

Though a charming gown, a charm- 
ing girl are spoken of frequently, it 
is no reflection on a male to describe 
him as charming, too. 


Men Have It, Too. 


It is customary to think of the male 
as typifying the more forceful quali- 
ties and it may appear a little incon- 
gruous to label as charming a person 
who leads troops to battle, builds 
bridges, digs ditches and shapes the 
destinies of nations, yet the authors 
of ‘Charm’ remind us that all of the 
real leaders of the world’s history— 
all of the men who have made their 
mark—have possessed the peculiar 
quality that attracts. 


To Abraham Lincoln they give first 
place in their list of charming people. 


The love of humanity, sympathy 
for and interest in their neighbors, 
they give first place in the list of qual- 
ities that charm. 

‘“‘Have a heart,’”’ we read. ‘You 
must if you are to be charming. You 
must be able to tolerate the other 
person’s point of view. That is hard; 
for real tolerance is the rarest human 
virtue.” . . . “It is the human touch; 
the capacity to see things from the 
other fellow’s point of view that 
makes the great statesman, actor, 
churchman, or in another sphere the 
successful merchant, salesman and 
business man,” 

In the sphére of romance, it’s hav- 
ing a heart and seeing the other’s 
point of view that wins and_ holds, 


every time. . 


“In a world,” to quote from charm 
diagnostitians, ‘“‘where we are depend- 
ent upon one another as the bricks in 
a wall or as the blocks in an arch, 
we must constantly make our com- 
promises, must forever be giving away 
to the wishes and even the whims of 
others. That person who gives most 
gracefully, who is most considerate, is 
most likely to have charm.” 


Phiable, but Not Weak. 


A warning is given that charm, 
while pliable, is not weak. Consid- 
eration and sympathy can be carried 
to the point where personal liberty 
is menaced. He who allows himself 
to be imposed upon can never hope 
to merit. the real respect of his 


friends, the’ authors tell us. The man. 


who is “such. a nice fellow but so 
bossed by his wife he hardly dares 
call his soul his own” is not included 
in their list of charming persons. 


Strength of character in no way 
detracts from a charming personality, 
it is explained. An appreciation of 
one’s own rights and ideals need not 
interfere with a sympathetic under- 
standing of a neighbor’s problems. 


“In charm,” say the authorities, 
“there is a curious lack of the sterner 
virtues. It has a butterfly quality; 
fragile, fugitive, often irresponsible, 
with a total absence of force, origin- 
ality or inventiveness. 


“Too often the very fineness of a 
really fine person covers him with a 
film of austerity, spoiling any chance 
of his charm being communicated.” 

The children of Martha; the doers 
of the world, are this type. Fre- 
quently, the authors say, they spend 
their lives in aiding, protecting, giv- 
ing to and mothering the charming 
children of Mary. In this uneven 
world no one really loves a martyr, 
however admirable. 

An icy crust is bad. “Charm, in 
its very essence is comfortable, soft, 
warm, soothing,. It wraps us about 
like a chinchilla cloak when we are 
cold. Weary, we drop into it as into 
an easy chair and rest there content. 
We may even drowse, confident that 
we are safe for the time being from 
criticism and disturbance.” 


If you can make people feel like 
that, you can be sure you have the 
lovable virtue! 

Being a sticky-sweet, glad-girl isn’t 
an ambition to be striven for, accord- 
ing to our instructors.

is not shown,” we read on. “In the 
modern business phrase, ‘You must 
sell yourself’ if you would be charm- 
ing.”

IZZIE BORDEN, central fig- 
ure in what has been describ- 
ed as America’s greatest 
murder mystery, died recent- 
ly at the age of 67. Her 
death brought once again 
into the spotlight the strange and hor- 
rible events in the Borden home in 
Fall River, Mass, August 4, 1892. 


On that day Andrew J. Borden and 
his wife were hacked to death with 


a hatchet. So far as any one has ever 
known only Lizzie Borden and a serv- 
ant were in_ the 
house. The daugh- 
ter, though she went 
through her ordeal 
with marvelous com- 
posure was suspected 
and finally tried. She 
was promptly acquit- 
ted. 

It has been said of 
this case that the 
perpetrator was pro- 
tected by a series of 
chances which might 
not happen again in 


a thousand years.

The Borden case 
is generally regarded 
as America’s most 
puzzling murder. 
Though it happened 
thirty-five years ago, 
the mystery still 
stands alone, a classic among the rid- 
dles of justice. Whenever murders 
are discussed by persons who have 
any knowledge of celebrated cases in 
this country, the Borden mystery al- 
most invariably takes the lead. 

You will see why this is so when 
you have read the story. 

The Bordens, as respectable and 
substantial a New England family as 
one could imagine, lived in a typically 
unpretentious residence on Second 
Street, Fall River, Mass. The dwell- 
ing was only a few steps from the 
principal business street in the center 
of town, and was flanked by similar 
more or less comfortable homes. To 
the rear of the house was a barn and 
a pear orchard. 

The family was headed by Andrew 
Jackson Borden, a bewhiskered gen- 
tleman of considerable interests and 
prestige in the city, and included, also, 
two daughters by a first marriage and 
their step-mother. 

The daughters were Miss Emma L. 
Borden, 37, and Miss Lizzie Andrew 
Borden, 32. The step-mother was 
Mrs. Abby Durfee Borden, whom Mr.

“It was well they did for 
the laws of immigration are stricter 
now” was the reply. 

Luther says, “My father was a peas- 
ant, my grandfather was a peasant, 
all my ancestors were peasants.” 

Freedom from prejudice marked 
the mind of Christ.

Prejudice arises from 
wrong conceptions of God, Jesus 
Christ, and the religious life. Re- 


ligion is regarded as a subtraction 
from life. Whereas it is a glorious 
addition to life. ‘I come that ye 
might have the more abundant life.” 
Religion frees us from narrow, de- 


amount of ignor-, 


formed and shrivelled lives. 

There is prejudice in human rela- 
tionships. 

Men hold to a personal prejudice 
with no sort of foundation for it. 
You may hold prejudice against per- 
sons who never thought you a wrong, 
who never did you a wrong, and fail 
to recognize a foul and wicked injus- 
tice. 

“I do not like thee Doctor Fell.” 
The real reason in many instances 
why you do not like Dr. Fell is be- 
cause you did a wrong to Dr. Fell.

started off on_the right foot. 

So there was no search until a 
while later. 

Next, Morse strolled on the stage.

The most intelligent officer to ques- 
tion her was one Phillip Harrington, 
who examined her closely about her 
whereabouts at the time of: the kill- 
ings. He expressed surorise that Miss 
Borden had heard nothing. She re- 
plied that she had been in the loft 
of the barn, and this surprised him. 
too, for it was a hot day and the loft 
must have been jike an-oven. 


Then the officer examined the loft 
of the barn. He found it intensely 
hot. So far as he could discover, the 
heavy dust on the floor had not been 
disturbed. 

Before midnight’: came a new and 
astounding detail. 

Dr. Bowen had told the police of 
the strange illness suffered by mem- 
bers of the household, and so two 
policemen were dispatched to find out 
if anyone had been buying any poison 
in the city. At D. R. Smith’s phar- 
macy on’ South ‘Main street they learn- 
ed that a woman had come in the 
previous day and asked for some 
prussic acid to kill moths in a seal- 
skin coat. 

The clerk, Eli Bence, had refused 
to sell the woman the deadly poison. 

Bence identified the woman as Li iz- 
zie Borden. 

The note supposed to have been 
sent Mrs. Borden could not be found. 


Neither could the messenger who had, 


brought it. Lizzie expressed the 
opinion that the note must have been 
burned up in the kitchen stove. 

So the first day of the famous mys- 
tery passed. The story leaped into 
every front page from coast to coast 
—and stayed there for many weeks 
to come. For here was a prim New 
England spinster under suspicion of 
two most ferocious murders. Surely, 
she must be innocent. 


On the day after the murders the 


following notice appeared in the 
newspapers: 
~ Five Thousand Dollars Reward. 
AMhe above reward will be paid 
to any one who may secure the 
arrest and conviction of the per- 
son or persons who occasioned 
the death of Andrew J. “Borden 
and his wife. 
(Signed) 
EMMA L. BORDEN AND 
LIZZIE A. BORDEN. 


On the following Tuesday an in- 
quest got under way before Judge 
Josiah C. Baisdell with District Attor- 
ney Hosea M. Knowlton handling the 
investigation for the authorities. The 
Sessions were secret. When they end- 
ed, the following Thursday, Lizzie 
Borden was arrested for the murder 
of her father. She pleaded not guilty. 

The. preliminary. hearings began 
late in August, with reporters from 
all over the east in attendance. The 
prisoner entered the court on the arm 
of a minister friend, and various other 
friends hovered about her. 

District Attorney Knowlton. at this 
preliminary trial read Miss Borden’s 
testimony given at the inquest. The 
testimony contained seVeral conflict- 
ing Statements as to where she had 
been when her father entered. Knowl- 
ton had called her attention to this 
and she had replied: 
~ “You have asked me so many 
questions, | don’t know what I have 
Said.”’ 

And again— 

“Now | call your attention to the 
fact you said twice yesterday that you 
first saw your father after he came 
in while ‘you were standing on the 
Stairs.’ 

‘‘! did not,’’ she had answered. ‘‘f 
was in the kitchen when he came in.” 

The, district attorney had question- 
ed her about the length of time she 
had taken to go to the barn, get a 
sinker for her fish line,and eat’ three 
pears. Each time she had answered: 

“| don’t do things in a hurry.” 

A hatchet had been found in the 
cellar, as well as two axes, but no 
blood had been detected on them, 
Lizzie at the inquest had said: 

“Assuming a hatchet was found in 
the cellar, I don’t know how it got 
there and if there was blood on it, 
have no idea as to how it got there.” 

Lizzie Borden was held for trial.

The hills in the distance are brown. 
Dreary hills without any trees and from 
which the last vestige of vegetation has 
disappeared long ago. 


And the sky is a combination of 
whites and grays and if you will only 
look at the sky above your head for a 
sufficient length of time, you will learn 
how to combine the two so that they 
look like the real thing. 


UST as soon as one learned profes- 
sor has proven that a certain battle 
took place at a certain spot which 
he has “definitely”? recognized and 
established beyond the shadow of a 

¢J doubt, another professor arises and 
proves that his colleague is a hopeless don-

As only last week a German historian 
returned from Greece with the information 
that all of us had thought (and as far as we 
knew had located) the battlefield of Mara- 
thon in the wrong place, | don’t want to be 
too terribly postive in my assertion that this 
little hill covers the bones of the Greeks who 
fell at Marathon and I will only state that 
this low mound was popularly known as the 
grave of the Greek victors of that encounter 
and has been respected as such for a great 
many centuries and that personally I like it 
much better than many other infinitely more 
imposing monuments because it reminds me of 
one of the few contlicts where the determined 


changed the whole process of history. 
Geographically speaking Europe is not 
much better than a peninsula of Asia. We 
call it a continent and it pleases our vanity 
to talk about the white man’s continent, but 
perhaps it would be more correct to say that 
the white man who has now turned the rest 


stand of a<small group of men actually. 


of the world into his own back yard lives on 
a little bit of Asiatic land and it would be en- 
tirely true if we added that but for the 
bravery of a handful of Greek soldiers he 
would today be dominated by Asiatic des- 
pots, would talk an Asiatic language and 
would be no better off than the Annamites 


or Siamese. 


Those of us who hate foolish and use- 
less wars are apt to forget that wars may 
also serve a most excellent purpose and that 
there may be occasions when it would be 
more than suicide if one refused to fight. 
And most assuredly the battle of Marathon 
was such an occasion. 

If upon that far-famed day the Persians 
had gained. the victory there would have 
been nothing to prevent the complete con- 
quest of western Europe by the forces of 
the Persian kings. On that day the Greeks 
defended the ideal of a European.form of 
civilization which was only just beginning 
but which was to be the most vital force in 
the history of the last twenty-five centuries. 
And so those who died that we might enjoy 
(tor better or for worse) what Europe had 
to give us more than deserved their little 


hillock. ' 


They fought to better purpose than the 
themselves knew. A good job, well and 
faithfully done under such adverse circum- 
stances, is worthy of a few sods of grass.
